The atmosphere is pure. Con- 


sumption, the scourge of the North- 
eastern States.never originates and 
seldom develops in Nevada, even 
when tbe seeds of the disease are 
brought here, and<malarial diseas- 
es, so prevalent in the great val- 
leys bordering on the Mississippi, 
are scarcely heard of in Nevada. 


The temperature varies accord- 


ing to locality. 
In the northern 


counties the mercury seldom goes 
many degrees below zero in the 
coldest seasons and rarely rises to 
more than 100 degrees in midsum- 
mer and tbe extremes are of brief 
duration. 
When the night? are 


coldest the days are usually pleas- 


ant. 
When the days are hottest 


the nights are as cool as could be 
desired for comfort.

the State all the semi-tropical fruits 
and vegetables are produced in 
abundance.
